The manager of the Seutheastern Tariff 
Association declines to make any offi- 
cial statement about the matter, but 
says that the executive committee of the 
association may take it up and hear re- 
ports from their engineers. 

It is not denied by insurance men that

HE SFEKS DEATH 
~ IN PRISON CELL 


Huntington, Who Shot Brothers 
and Sisters, Is Crazy, 


——— 


DEATH CLAIMS AGED FATHER 


Major Huntington Unconscious of 
‘iragedy Which Was Enacted as 
He Was Dying — Conflicting 
Statements as to What 
Occurred at Bedside.

Versailleis, July 29.—The death of the 
aged American soldier himself, and an 
attempt at self-destruction on the part 
of his son, Henry, who shot nis two 
sisters an ro brothers on Sunday in 
the last h@urs of his dying father, im- 
parted additional sadness today to the 
shocking tragedy in the home of Major 
Henry A Hyntington, which has caused 
a sensation tn the American colony and 
diplomatic circles of France. 

Major Huntington died tonight shortly 
after the news was given out of his son 
Henry's unsuccessful attempt at suicide, 
but the father was spared the anguish 
of knowledge of both of: this incident 
and the terrible crime which shattered 
his household, as he was unconscious to 
the end. 

Attempt at Suicide. 

According to the poiice, Henry at- 
tempted suicide in his cell with a silk 
handkerchief, which he tied around. his 
neck and fastened to the bars, seeking 
to strangle himself slowly by means of 


“sucking shot air.’ 

An answer to the somewhat. belated 
question, “‘Does the city need a pump?”

Result of Remorse. 

His wife, however, declares tha: it 
was the natural result of remorse at 
the dreadful acts which he committed in 
a sudden outvurst of uncontrollable fury 
at the interference of his brothers when 
he hurried to the beside of his dying 
father. 

On the subject of just what occurred 
on the night of the tragedy, there is a 
conflict between the story of the Hunt- 
ingon family and the statement Henry's 
wife saysphe madeto her, but both agree 


that the man was carried away by pas- 
sion which unbalanced his mind. 
Condition of Wounded. 

The cendition of Alonzo, who was 
shot in the head, and Elizabeth, who 
was shot in the region of the heart, is 
serious tonight. Alonzo, it !s believed, 
will die. They are being treated in their 
homes. Edith, who was wounded in the 
arm, and Douglas, whose head was 
grazed by a Dbuliet. are not seriously 
hurt, and were able tonight to watch 
over the mother, who retired to bed 
prostrated by the horror of the events 
which culminated in the death of ‘her 
husband. 

No direct message from the prisoner 
has come from the jail, except a letter 
sent to the manager of the hotel where 
information as to the condition of the 
members of his family.

Commission, 


INCREASE IN NUMBER 
OPPOSED BY JOE HALL 


Measure Was Slightly Amended by, 
the Author-—Protest Against Its 
Passage Voiced by Luther 
Rosser — Defense of Bill 
Made by Mr. Candler, 
the Author. 


With only dissenting vote, the 
house committee on railroads recom- 
mended the passage of the Candler bill. 
The bill, before being voted on, Was 
amended by the author as to phraseology 
in several minor particulars. 

J. Hill Hall, of Bibb, cast the only 
dissenting vote against the favorable 
report on the bil. He wil] lead the 
fight in the house on that provision of 
the bill increasing the number of com- 
missioners from three to five members. 

Exhaustive argument was delivered on 
the bill yesterday afternoon in the pres- 
interested spectators. 

Luther Rosser was the only one 
who spoke against the bill. He urged 
that. the measure was too drastic; that 
the old bil! covered all points; that 
the railroads were given no notice of 
violation before penalty was imposed, 
and that the clause requiring the valida- 
tion of the commission before bonds and 
stocks were jssued would result in man- 
agement of the railroads by the com:;is-

sion. 

Mr. Candler spoke at length for the 
passage of the bill. He said its main 
object was to cause a proper respect for 
law; that the bill contatned nothing in 
regard to penaities which was not now 
on the statute books; that the bonds 
and stocks of the railroads would be 
worth more after having been validated 
by the commmission.. He.denied that the. 
commission sought anything looking to 
obtaining the secrets of the road. Un- 
less the railroads had a proper respect 
for the law the time would come when 
they would have to dea] with direct 
legislative enactment. 

He explained the increasing of the 
commission from three to five members 
by saying that this would do away with 
the present Jack of harmony between 
the governor and a member of the com- 
mission; also that a more varied colleec- 
tion of talent would be secured. 

Created Railroad Inspector. 

When the committee was called to 
order there were fourteen members 
present. 

Mr. Russell, of Muscogee, spoke 
briefly on his bill creating a railroad 
inspecter. He stated he had read the 
bill to the governor and it had met 
with his approval.

He thought tha 
present law filled the bill in every par- 
ticular.

Mr. Candler read a brief from the re- 
port of the railroad commission asking 
for additional powers, and then explain- 
ed what his bfll provided. of 

Regarding switch connections Mr. 
Candler said he would be perfectly wil- 
ling for an amendment to be made, tat 
spur tracks and _ switch connections 
should be made when the conditions were 
such as to demand it. He said that War- 
ner Hill had cited to him specific cases 
where brick had to be shipped eighty 
calves, whereas the corstruction of @ 
spur track of two miles seventy-eight 
miles could have been saved. 

Mr. Candler said that the railroads had 
invariably selected their courts and their 
judges to pass on their cases. They se- 
letced Judge Pritchard. “I haven't 
heard of the Central selecting Judge 
Speer lately,”’ he said. 

“This bill gives us the right to select 
our judges. 

Officials Need Not Fear. , 

“The railroads want a mandamus. We 
want a penal offense for violations. I 
hesitated a long time before putting in 
the penal offense clause. But I finally 
decided that the officials need not be 
worried about serving in the peniten- 
tiary. All they need to do is to respect 
and obey the law.. 

“If Al Lawton got his just deserts he 
would now be serving 6,000 years in the 
penitentiary for the violation of laws 
which have been on the statute books 
for the past fifteen years. 


Is Not a New Law. 


“This is not new law in Georgia. It’s 
not new in North Carolina, as has just 
been found out. 

“Contempt and disregard for law should 
be regarded as crime, and treated as 
such,”’ 

Mr. Candler denied that the new law 
repealed every section of the old law 
providing for hearings. The manner in 
which the collection of a penalty alone 
was changed, said Mr. Candler. 

He said the penal! offense clause was 
no new thing. 

Mr. Candler declared that in 1904 there 
were $156,000,000 of railroad property in 
the state. He thought there should be 
more men to ]ook after this vast amount 
of property. By getting five men the 
State would get a variety of talent.

New York, July 29.—President 


Roosevelt, not William D. Haywood, is | 


now the “undesirable citizen,” said 
Alexander Jonas, socialist leader and 
editor of the Volks Zeitung, when ask- 
ed how he regarded the result of the 
trial in Idaho. His reply was perhaps 
the most pronounced of many opinions 
by local specialists and organized labor 
leaders. Moses Oppenheimer, the organ- 
izer of the Moyer-Haywood conference, 
in speakirfg at the meeting of the Cen- 
tral Labor Union in which socialist and 
non-socialist unions are represented, 
said: 

“T have been a great many years in 
the labor movement and in all my mem- 
ory this is the first time the working 
class has exerted itself in the same 
way as it has done it for these men,” 
meaning Moyer, Haywood and Petti- 
bone. 

Efforts will be made to persuade 
Haywood to come here next week to 
attend a socialist parade and mass 
meeting in his honor to be held in 
Madison Square garden.

Miss Nettie Day Jumps Int

TRIED TO GET A_ PISTOL 


To End Her Own Life and That of 
Her Friend—Strange Story of 
Great Attachment of 
Tweo-Girls Told to 
Officers.

' Fully determined to 
Misses Nettie Day and Louise Ondre 
were found on the barks of the Chat- 
tahoochee river Sunday morning, by 
County Officer Dunbar In a semi-con- 
scious condition, Miss Day having tried 
to drown herself, failing to obtain a 
revolver, and being dragged out of the 
water by her companion, Miss Ondre. 

On Saturday the mother of Miss Ondre 
asked that her daughter quit working 
as a operator at the Southern Bel! Tel- 
ephone Company. This move meant 
separation. Neither Miss Day nor Miss 
Ondre felt able to stand the ordeal, and 


take their lives. 


atives, but, on account of some little 
miscarriage of plans, this failed. They 
then prepared for the river, walking up 
and down the banks al] Saturday night. 

It seems that some months ago 
two young ladies met at a little party, 
and at once conceived a violent attach- 
ment for each other. So much did they 
grow to care for each otner that they 
would spend one week at Mrs. 
Ondre’s home in Hapeville, and the next 
at Miss Day’s home, 40! Houston sireet. 

When Miss Ondre secured a position 
as night operator at the telephone ex- 
change, she, also, got ane for her friend. 
Last week Miss Ondre was the guest 
of Miss Day. On Saturday Miss On- 
dre’'s mother sent for her, and her com- 
panion’s relatives would not allow Miss 
Day to follow. Upon the pretense of 
going to see a physician, who was-treat- 
ing her, Miss Day accompanied her com- 
panion up town. 

The girls intended going to Birming- 
ham with a cousin of Miss Ondre, but 
the plan failed. They went to Howell 
Station with the intention of meeting 
the cousin, but he never appeared. All 
that night they walked the railroad 
tracks, debating the question of separa- 
tion and suicide. 

Trie@ to Get a Pistol, 

Sunday morning the young ladies met 
a negro, and asked him for a pistol. Tne 
negro replded that he did not have one 
with him, but would go to his home and 
get it. After this Miss Day became im- 
patient, and decided that the negro 


her life by jumping into the water. Miss 
Ondre caught the young lady's dress, ang 
dragged her to.the bank. By this time 
County Officer Dunbar made his appear- 
ance, and rescued the young ladies from 
an intended watery grave. 

The girls were conducted to the police 
barracks, and placed in the matron’s 
ward. Sunday afternoon Miss Day was 
taken away from the barracks by her 
father, while her companion was left in 
the female ward. 

The separation Sunday afternoon caus- 
ed Miss Ondre to go into hysterics, and 
declare she had taken morphine. The 
ambulanee was called, and she was 
taken to the Grady hospital, where it 
was found nothing was the matter. 

Miss Ondre makes the following state- 
ment in regard to the suicidal intent: 

“We decided to borrow a pistol, with 
which I was to shoot Miss Day and then 
myself. We waited for several min- 
utes for the return of the negro we had 
met. Finally Miss Day said she was 
going to the river and jump in, and fell 
into shallow water, when I pulled her 
out. I was holdéng her, and assuring 
her that I would die with her, when 
the officer came to us.”’

Campbell, after examining Miss Ondre, 
stated her mind was unbalanced, on ac- 
count of the passion for her friend.

MOB BURNED 
NEGRO'S BODY 


Lynching of James Reed May 
Cause Race War in 
Maryland, 


Z 

Crisfield, Md., July 29.—Inflamed with 
passion which seemed to increase after 
the lynching yesterday of James Reea, 
the negro murderer of Policeman John 
H. Daugherty, the mob which put the 
negro to death and buried his fody in 
the swamp at the edge of this town, 
returned to the gpot early this morn- 
ing, dug up the body and amid yells and 
curses, burned it after riddling the 
corpse with bullets. Today hundreds of 
indignant citizens are gathered in the 
streets here, excitedly discussing the af- 
fair, and it is feared by many that a 
race war will ensue. 

The town authorities, in apprehension 
of further trouble, have placed a large 
mumber of special officers on duty. 

Reed shot and killed Daugherty last 
Saturday evening while the policeman 
was taking a companion of Reed's to 
ja%l. The negro was afterwards carried 
in a sailboat on the Tongier sound by 
a party of men, who pursued him in a 
power boat. On reaching shore he was 
seized by the mob which had formed 
rapid@iy and literally fbeaten and kicked 
to death. The body was then dragged 
to the scene of the murder and strung 
up to a telegraph pole. 

While it was dangling in the alr a 
number of lynchers suggested the mob- 
bing of the rest of the negroes in the 
town. Thereupon the houses of several 
negro families were invaded and the men 
were badly beaten.

courts and cam be considered by the com- 
qission only in its ultimate resultg of 
inducing unreasonable rates.. 

Further, the cocnmmission holds that the 
violation of the so-called anti-trust act 
by umwarranted agreements to restraint 
of trade by carriers of imterstate com- 
merce is not within the jurisdiction of 
the commission, but only the correction 
of unreasonable rates which may be the 
purpose and effect of such legal) act. 

The long continued carriage of any arti- 
cle of freight at certain rates, while es- 
tablishing a presumption that such rates 
@re reasonable and remunerative, ig not 
aiane conclusive, but to carry such pre- 
gumption must show a settled practice 
or policy. Where a rate is convparative- 
ly the lowest in its territory on a given 
article of freight and by reason thereof 
is made the bagis of reductions from com- 


petitive points, it will not be further rée-— 


duced on the ground alone that it had, 
at gtated times in the past, been some- 
what lower, unlesg it be shown that it 
is unreasenably high for the service per- 
formed.

Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, 
Cotting v. Kansas Stock Yards Com- 
pany, and Prout v. Starr, and by the 
circult courts of the United States in 
numerous other cases. 

“The effect of the order restraining the 
corporation commission in North Caro- 
lina et al., was to preserve the rights 
of the parties until the master to whom 
this Cause had been referred could have 
an opportunity to report the facts, and

The full text of the bill is as follows: 


It shall be the duty of the railroad com- 
panies of this state to furnish to any grower 
or growers of peaches, apples, cantaloupes, 
watermelons or other perishable products suilt- 
able refrigerator or other proper cars for the 
transportation of such products, upon compli- 
ance with such reasonable rules as may be 
approved by the railroad commission, the time 
for such notice not to exceed eighteen hours, 
and, on failure to do so, the railroad com- 
pany shall be Hable for all damage that may 
be sustained by the shipper or shippers of 
such products by reason of their failure to 
furnish such cars. 

Section 2. Whenever any grower or growers 
shall make application. under reasonable rules, 
to be approved by the railroad commission, 
for a car or cars, and the ratiroad company 
fails or refuses to furnish such car or cars 
by the end of the time such car or cars are 
wanted, and when such products are deliv- 
ered to the railroad companies in carload Iots, 
it shall be the duty of the ratlroad companies 
to give bills of lading for such products 
in carload shipments, and the railroad com- 
pany, by reason of such failure, shall be lia- 
ble to the grower or growers for the market 
value of such product‘or products, and upon 
failure to settle for same within ten days 
such railroad company shall be Hable for a 
penalty in addition to the market value of 
the products of 25 ver cent per month until 
such claim ts settled.

Baton Rouge, La., July 29.—Enormous 
numbers of boll weevil grubs have been 
ibaker to death by the scorching sun of 
the past two weks, a-cording to the state 
crop pest commissioners’ reports. The 
heat has done more good than harm in 
Louisiana, killing so many grubs as to 
make prospects of a fair crop in sec- 

tions where the outlook was worst. 

The baking of the weevil grubs has oc- 
curred wherever the squares have falle 
out between the rows.

What to revolutionize the 
System of examining and checking up 
banks in Georgia will be effected in this 
state when the bill to create a bureau 
of banking, as passed by the house 
yesterday, is enacted into a law. 

This bill is the evolution of an ex- 
haustive study by the leading bankers 
of the state and was especially recom- 
mended by the legislative committee of 
the Georgia Bankers’ Association, of 
which Joseph A, McCord, of Atlanta, is 
chairman. 

The bill was introduced by Mr. Holder, 
of Jackson, and comprises thirty-six 
sections and is printed in pamphlet form 
on fifteen pages of closely printed mat- 
ter giving the details of the proposed 
bureau.

Caption of the Bill. 

A general idea of its scope is to be 
had from the caption of the bill, which 
is as follows: 

An act to create in the treasury department 
of the state of Georgia a bank bureau; te 
provide for the appointment of a bank ear- 
@miner and assistant bank examiners, con- 
stituting said bank bueau; to define the 
duties of such bureau, and to the officers 
thereof: to authorize and empower said bu- 
reau, through the officers and agents, to ex- 
@mine and report on the condition of all 
banks, trust companies, and persons or cor- 
porations now or hereafter doing a banking 
business in the state of Georgia; to require 
such banks, bankers, and trust companies 
to submit their books and papers relating to 
their respective banking business, to the in- 
spection and examination of the officers or 
agents of the bank bureau: to provide for 
the. publication of reports and recommenda- 
tions by said bank bufreau: to authorize the 
said bureau to insttute appropriate proceed- 
in~s In the event any’ bank, or trust com- 
pany shall be found to be solvent, or in fail- 
ing condition, or te have violated the 
of this state, or the charter of such banking 
or trust company, and for other purposes. 

To Organize September !. 

It is provided that the bureau shall be 
organized in the office of the state 
treasurer on September |, 1907, and it 
shall be the duty of this bureau to see 
to it that the banking laws of the state 
are rigidly enforced as to banks, com- 
panies, associations, branches and trust 
companies. 

The state treasurer is appointed state 
bank examiner for a term coincident 
with that of the state treasurer and his 
g@alary for this office is fixed at $2,500 
per annum. He is to appoint an assis- 
tant at $2,000 a year and as many addi- 
tional assistants as may be deemed 
necessary. The second is to receive 
$1,500 per annum and so on down, all 
of which sums are to be paid from the 
revenues derived from these extmina- 
tions. Neither the state bank examiner 
nor any of his assistants is to own any 
stock in any corporation to ex- 
amined. 

Four Reports Per Year. 

Bach bank, or similar institution, com- 
ing under this act shall make at least 
four reports each year to this bureau. 
Bach shali contain a ful! and detailed 
list of the business of the bank, and this 
report shall be published in some paper 
issued in the town where the bank is 
located, when so directed by the ex- 
aminer. 

Special reports can be called for also 
when desired by the bureau. Each bank 
which fails to make this report when 
requested shal] be fined $50. Any bank 
refusing to comply with requests from 
the bureau shall be prosecuted in the 
name of the state for this delinquency. 
Any bank which shall _ refuse, except 
national banks, to comply with these 
requests for thirty days after being 
called shaall be deemed liable to for- 
feiture of its charter.

TOM WATSON AGAINST

Editorial by Statesman From Me- 
Duffie Believed to Have Had 
a Strong Influence — Felder . 
Against the Increase, 
Though for Re- 
consideration. 


By a vote of seventeen to sixteen the 
senate yesterday refused to reconsider 
its action in passing the Candler-Over- 
street railroad commission Dill, 80 
amended as not to increase the mem- 
bership to five instead of three as at 


present, 

This action was taken by the senate 
despite the fact that Senator Tom Felder 
of the twenty-second district, who last 
week favored the Brock amendment cut- 
ting out the proposition to increase the 
membership of the committee, urged re- 
‘consideration after having been called 
into a conference by Governor Hoke 
Smith, whose heart is set on the in- 
crease. 

Senator Overstreet, who moved the re- 
consideration, frankly stated that the 
object of this move was to again get 
the bill before the senate in order that 
the increase from three to five might be 
made. Senator Felder, though aiding 
this movement, stated that he is opposed 


unnecessary and unwise, 
Tom Watson’s Influence. 

Members of both houses are talking of 
a recent editorial reference to this mat- 
ter by Tom Watson, the McDuffie edi- 
tor and statesman, who in @ recent num- 
ber of his weekly declared himself vio- 
lently opposeg to an increase in the 
membership of the railroad commission, 
which he declared is only an effort to 
provide two more fat jobs for Georgia's 
politicians. That Mr. Watson's stand 
has had a great deal to do with the 
sentiment against any increase is admit- 
ted on all sides. Mr. Watson’s declara- 
tion on this subject was as follows: 

“No Dodging—No Side-Stepping.” 
What talk is this that is beginning to be 
heard—that the Georgia legislature will do 
nothing on the railroad question, excepting 
to add two salary pullers to the state railway 
commission?’ Is it possible that the legisla- 
ture is going to ask the péoplé of Georgia to 
squat down patiently and smoke the pipe of 
peace, until five commissioners enact the re- 
forms which are expected of the legiélature? 
Incredible! 
The people are in no mood for nonsense, 
evasions, side-stepping, dodging, or cowardly 
makeshifts. We want our legislature to obey 
the will of the people. We want our mem- 
bers, house and senate, to bear in mind that 
they are agents.and servants. If they cannot 
conscientiously do what they know the people / 
want done, let them resign and get out. 
If we have not got representatives who 
resist corporation influences in Atlanta, 
sooner we know it the Detter. There 
ways in which indignant constituents can 
fire on the back of legislative terrapins! 
There are ways in which politica] hides can 
be put on poles. 

Why Governor Wishes Increase. 

That Governor Smith is very anxious 
for this increase no one‘attempts to de- 
ny. “It {s sald that as two members of 
the commission are holdovers, Hon. War- 
ner Hill and Hon. Obe Stevens, it Is de- 
sired to have two new members ap- 
pointeq that they may, with Hon. Guyt 
McLendon, form the majority of the 
commission and consequently be able to 
cary out the governor's wishes on every 
subject—and receive the credit for 
everything that is done. Rumor has even 
gone so far. as to name the men who 
have been picked for these extra places 
on the commission. Hon. Pope Brown, 
of Pulaski, former member’ of the com- 
mission, is said to be slated for the first 
vacanoy, and Hon. Sam .D. Jones, of Ful- 
ton, the second. 

This would seem to fill all prospective 
places, even should the increase be vot- 
ed by the legislature, but from Savan- 
nah comes the intelligence that certain 
gentlemen hailing from Chatham have 
been given the assurance that should @ 
third vacancy occur it would be filled 
from among ‘them.

man stocks was checked last week. 
With the perception that the leadership 
of this group in a speculative movement 
was not to be forthcoming for the pres- 
ent, any considerable operations for an 
advance have been abandoned. The un- 
certainties of the money outlook bore 
heavily on sentiment. The Saturday 
bank statement was partly responsible 
with its showing of the equal pace with 
which credit expansion was keeping up 
wtih the reserve increase, in spite of the 
imminent need of the crop moving de- 
mands. The resumption. of the gold ex- 
port movement to France confirmed the 
expectation of the latter part of last 
week, but it was none the less impres- 
Sive of the manifold demands for bank- 
ing reserves. Still more impressive 
was the scramble which occurred for 
the $5,000,000 of bar g0ld available in 
the London market. The urgent com- 
petition ran the price up 1% penny and 
took al] but $1,500,000 -against the ef- 
forts of the Bank of England. ‘There 


was a withdrawal from the Bank of 
England for shipment to the continent 
supposedly V¥pnna. This widening of the 
circle of the’ demand for gold proved 
disconcerting to financial feeling. Mean- 
time there was forced liquidation in 
British consols as an after effect of the 
recent Eeyptian embarrassmente and a 
fall in that security to 82 11-16, thus 
exceeding the low price of a few 
momths ago, establishing a new low rec- 
ord of forty-eight years past. The senti- 
mental effect of these incidents on in- 
vestment feeling was wunavoldable ana- 
was felt in New York. London financial 
critics are combining tn warnings to the 
banking world there of the danger of 
another rise in the Bank of England 
rate to 6 per cent this fall, and of the 
humiliation it would be to have to ap- 
peal again to the Bankr of France for 
relief, as was done last fall. The drain 
on London's gold last fall is attributed 
by these critics as the over extension of 
credits to American borrowers and it is 
against this excess that warnings are 
principally directed. At the same time 
the special necessity that {s urged for 
building up of reserves abroad at ths 
time is the likelihood that gold will 
have to be shipped to New York in pay- 
ment for foodstuffs, in view of the 
prospect of foreign crop shortages. The 
New York market fs meeting with some 
disappointment that this view of the 
case is not taken, Foreign bankers haope 
that measures by our treasurv depart- 
ment will obviate the demand for im- 
ports of gold to New-York in the fall 
against exports of commodities. Another 
break in the price of copper: was an un- 
Fettling influence of the day. Opinion 
is prepared for a _ record quarterly 
showing of earnings by the United 
States Stee] Corporation to be presented 
tomorrow. but no increase in the divyi- 
dend is looked for and the effect on 
market sentiment is expected to be un- 
favorable. New York Central was sub- 
ject to rumors of a bad showing of 
earnings for the last quarter. Reports 
of rust in spring wheat were of some 
effect on stocks. The call money mar- 
ket felt the influence of the growing de- 
mand upon bank resources and the rise 
in the call loan rate contributed to the 
late weakness of the stock market.

Primary receipts were 1,189,000 
bushels, against 2,176,000 for the corre- 
sponding day last year. Minneapolis, 
Duluth and Chicago reported receipts 
of 385 cars, against 45! last week and 
1099 a year ago.
